Tho Lecture, 
Given by Prof. Lewis Hwift, was full of 
interest and highly instructive, no one 
could listen to it without being impress- 
ed with tho vast field of research, and 
the amount of patient labor necessary 
to bring to us our present knowledge of 
astronomy.

When others cease their labors for the 
day, and go to their respective homes to 
seek rest, the astronomer's work begins, 
and he takes his seat at his telescope for 
the night's labors ; while all nature is 
hushed in sleep, the astronomer is quiet- 
ly searchiag the htarry vault of Heaven 
in search of other worlds and othci 
To be an astronomer is to see in every 
blazing orb of the sky a nun, and every 
planet a world ; he must be as familiar 
with their nature as he is with the al 
pbabet, and see them not only in their 
preeeut positions, but v. here they have 
been and where they will be. To him 
all time must be the same. It is not 
simply to-day with which he has deal- 
ing, but with the past, and far into the 
future. It is generally believed by as- 
tronomers that there is a mistake in the 
present mode of reckoning to tho amount 
of 4 years, so our present year should bs 
1881. This is told by the recorded 
position of the moon and planets. It is 
aS etu ,y .,ack as forward, and 

from the present and the recorded posi- 
tion the intervening time is found to be 
greater by four years than we now have 
it.
